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Ist. The President shall take the Chair at the hour to 
which the Convention shall have adjourned; shall immediately 
call the members to order; and on the appearance of a quorum 
shall, cause the journal of the preceding day to be read and: 
` corrected. > 

2d. The President shall preserve order and decorum, and 
decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Conven- 
tion.. He shall have the right to name any member to perform 
the duties of the Chair; but such substitution shall pot extend 
beyond an adjournment. He shall also appoint all commitiees 
unless otherwise directed by the Convention. 

3d. The President shall be required to vote on all questions, 
and on calling the ayes and noes, bis name shall Be called in 
alphabetical order, as Mr. President. 

4th. After the journal has been read and corrected, the order 
of business shall be as follows, viz: 

1. Tho presentation of petitions. 

2. The reports of committees. * eS 

3. The presentation and consideration of resolutions, Pro- 
vided, .That no resolution shall be acted upon on the same day 
upon which it is presented “And provided further, that oye

“sth. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order,.and that, 
and a motion to lay on the table, and all motions in relation 
to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate’ 
9th. The previous question shall be in, this form: . # Shall 
the main question be now put?” it shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present, ‘and. its. effect 
shall be to put an end to.all debate, and bring the Convention 
to a direct vote on the amendments reported by a committee, if 
any, upon pending amendments, and then upon the main qués- 
tion; On a motion for the previous question, and prior to 
seconding the same, a call of the Convention shall be in order; 
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but after a majority shall have seconded such metion, no call 
shall bein order prior toa decision of the main question.— 
On a previous question there shall be no debate. All inciden- 
tal questions of order; after a motion is made for the previous 
question, and pending such motion, shall bé decided whether 
on appeal or ctherwise, without debate. 

10th. When a motion er question has been once put and

ceeding day; aad when the motion to reconsider is not made 
on the same or succeeding day,at least two days notice of 
intention to make such motion shall be given. 
llth Any member may ‘call for a division of the question, 
‘when the same will admit of it. A ‘motion to strike out and 
insert shall be deemed to be indivisibie. A motion-to strike 
gut being lost, shall not preclude an smendmisnt; nor a motion 
ito strike out and insert. 

‘12th. The ayes and noes may be called upon any question, 
at the request of any fifteen members of thè Convention, and 
when the final vote shall be taken upon each distinctive article 
in the Constitution, it shall be by the ayes and noes. 

18th. Fifteen, or one-fifth of the members present, may 
make a call of the Convention and require absent mémbers tu 
be sent for; but a call of the ‘Convention cannot be made after 
‘the voting has commenced; and the call of the Convention be- 
ing ordered and the absentees noted, the doors shall be closed, 
and no member permitted to leave the room until the report of 
the sergeant-at-arms be received and acted upon, or further 
proceedings in the call be suspended. 

14th, A member may call for a division of the Convention 
upon any question, either before or after a decision by the 
- President. 
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t5th. The standing hour, for the daily meeting of the Con- 
vention shall be nine o'clock in the morning, until the Con- , 
vention otherwise direct. : Í 

16th. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in 
Jefferson’s Manual, shall govern the Conyention in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not incon 
sistent with these rules and the order of the Convention, 

17th. Every artiele which it is proposed shall.form a part 
ot the Constitution, shall be considered in committee of the 
whole; and the rules observed in Convention shall govern, as 
far as practicable, the proceedings in committee of the whole; 
except that a member may speak oftener than twice oh the 
same subject, and that a call for the yeas and nays, or for the 
previous question, cannot be made. Amendments made in the 
committee of the whole shall be entered on aseparate piece of 
paper, and so reported to the Convention by the chairman, 
standing in his place, which amendments shall not be read by 
the President, unless required by one or more of the members, 

18th, Every article which it is proposed shall form a part 
of the Constitution, shall be read the first and second times, 
and be referred to the committee of the whole; and after it 
shall have been considered in committee of the whole, and after 
the amendments reported by the committee of the whole shall 
have been acted on, it shall be open to amendment in the Con- 
vention; and when there are no further amendments to be 
proposed, the question shall be on ordering the article to be 
engrossed for its third reading; and after the same shall have 
been engrossed the same shall-not be amended except by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. And after the article 
has been read a third time and passed, it shall be referred to 
the committee on revision and arrangement, who shall report 
to the Convention all such verbal amendments as they shall 
deem expedient, not changing in any manner the substance of 
such article. 
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19th. The committees appointed ‘by the President on the Sth 
day of October, together with the committee on engrossment, 
shall be standing committees of the Convention. 

- 20th. No standing rules or order of the Convention shall be 
changed or rescinded, without one day’s previous notice being 
given of the motion therefor. Nor shall they be altered, 
changed, rescinded or suspended, unless upon -the vote of 
two-thirds of the members present.
